New Delhi, the 26Ui April, 2010 

F. No. 34-1/2010-LI.—The President of India is pleased to introduce “Gramin Dak Sevaks’ Group lusurattce 
Schcme-2010” in partial modification of ‘ Extra Departmental Agents Group Insurance Scheme-1992’. 

The salient features of the scheme are as follows :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Scheme may be called the Gramin Dak Sevaks' Group Insurimce 
Scheme, 2010. 

(2) It shall come into force on dateof its publication in die Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—The Scheme shall apply to all Gramin Dak Sevaks oftheDqiartment of Posts. 

3. Objective of Scheme.—The scheme is intended to provide for the Gramin Dak Sevaks of die Department of 
Posts, at a low cost and on a wholly contributory and self-financing basis, the twin benefits of an Insurance Cover to help 
their families in the event of death while in service iind a lumpsum payment to augment their resources on completion of 
service in the Dqiartment. 

4. Membership.—(1) The Schemes shall be compulsory lor all those Gramin Dak Sevaks employed on or after the 
date 0 f cdnimencenient of the Scheme. 

(2) The Scheme shall be optional for diose Gramin Dak Sevaks in sovice prior to the date of commencement of the 
Scheme. The employ ee shall give his option adopting the Scheme in Fomi-I or Form-II, as die case may be, appeaided to this 
scheme. 
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(3) The oj)tion once exercised or not exercisal shall be treated as Inial and no further choice shall be available. 

(4) The last date for exercising option lojoin or option not to join the Scheme by the Gniinin Dak Sevaks employetl 
before the dale of commencement of the Scheme is 31 si July, 2010. 

(5) The minimum ageof aitry to the Scheme shall be Ninteen years and maximum shall be Fifty ye;trs of age as on 
lstMay>201(). 

5. Recovery of monthly subscription.—(1) In order to provide an Insurance Cover of Fifty thousand rupees, a 
monthly subscription of Fifty nipees shall be deducted from the salary bills of Gramin Dak Sevaks. 

(2) The subscription shall berecoverccl every month including the month in which Gramin D:ik Sevaks ceases to 
be in employment on account of retirem'ent, death, resignation, removal, etc., from service. 

(3) For the periods when the Gramin Dak Sevaks is not on duty, he shall be personally responsible to credit his 
premia in cash and in case of default, the arrear subscription with interest at the rate of one rupee per month o f default shall 
be recovered from the salttry of the Gramin Dak Sevak as and when he joins duty and draws salary'. 

(4) , If Gramin Dak Sevak dies when not on duty before recovery' of premium, the <uTe<irs of subscription due from 
him shall be recovered with interest as indicated at (3) above from the amount of benclils payable to his legal heir or 
nominee. 

6. Financing of Scheme. —The Scheme shall be self-financing, i.e., the entire amount of administration expenses, 
ifiuiy, shall be borne out of the insurance fund. 

7. Loan or withdrawal from fund.—There shall be no provision lor lomt or witlulrawal from this Sclteme fund and 
no bonus shall be given to member of this Scheme. 

S. Management of Fund. — (1) The ftind shall be called Gramin Dak Sevaks’ Group Insurance Fund <uk! shall be 
maintainal separately and having no connection with the Post Office insurance Fund. 

(2) Tile fluid shall be maintainal by the Departmcnit of Posts, with the advice and guidance of an Actuary on 
retainer basis as applicable to the Post Office Uisurance Fund. 

9. Payment from Insurance Fund or Savings Fund.—(1) The scheme shall bedividal in two ftuids, namely, the 
Insunuice ITuid and the Savings Fund, as per apportionment specified in paragraph 14. 

(2) The mode of payment from respective fiuuls shall be as under, namely :— 

(a) The amount of Insunmce Cover shall be Fifty thousiuid rupees for aich unit of subscription ol Fifty nipees 
^ per month to be paid to the families of tliose Gramin Dak Sevaks who unfortunately die, due to any cause, 

including suicide [reference Section 309 oflndian Penal Code, 1860 (No. 45 of 1860)] while in service; 

(b) The total accumulation of savings together with interest, to bedecidal from time to time, shall be payable to 

tile member on his retirement aftcT attaining the age of supcraimualion or cessation ol hi,s employment with 
tlie Department or to his family after iiis death while in service; ^ 

(c) In the case of death of a member wliile in scr\dcc, the payment of amount of insurtmee shall be in addition to 
the payman from savings fund. 

10. Nomination.—The Head Post Office shall obtain a nomination in Form-ill annexal to this Scheme from the 

Gramin Dak Sevaks who join the Scheme nominating one or rnorc persons who shall be beneficiary of the amount due from 
the Scheme in the event oftlealh of die insured person and if nomination is in tavour ofmore than one person, then tlie 
insurant should specify the share payable to each nominee. ^ 

11. Accounting procedure.—(l)Thc triuisaction relating to the Scheme .shall beaccountalinaccord;incewith the 

procedure laid down separately. i 

(2) The Government dues recoverable from a member of the Scheme shall not be atljustol from the amounts’ 
payable under the Scheme. 

12. Sanction of claims.~The sanction of claims shall be issued by the respective Divisional Superintendents or 
the Gazeltal PosirnasttTs, as the case may be, on the basis of credits certificate furnished by the Head Postmasters 
concerned and the claim .shall be processal by the Head Post Oificcs concerned. 

13. Other features of Scheme. —(1) No malical examination shall benecessiuy to join the Scheme. 

(2) Every Gramin Dak Sevak shall bcinsural on ‘as is where is’ basis subject to age restriction.

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(3) 0n the absorjition or promotion in the Department, the savings component shall be paid to the Graniin Dak 
Sevak concerned and he shall cease to be a member of the Scheme from the date of his absorption or promotion. 

14. Savings and insurance promotion.—(1) Out of the monthly contribution of Fifty rupees, the amount of 
Sevmteen rupees cuid fifty paise and Thirty-two rupees and fifty paise shall go to tlie Insurance Fund and Savings Fimd 
respectively of the scheme. 

(2) The amount of Fifty rupees is subject to revision after the Scheme works for eighteen months imd the ‘ Aciuuy ’ 
is able to ciirry out a valuation. 

(3) The break-up of savings and insurance portions shall also finally be decided in accordance with the results ol 
the proposed actuarial valuation. 

15. Interpretation and clarification.—In the implementation of U^e Scheme, if any doubt arises in regard to 
inler|)retalion of any of the provisions of the Scheme or i f any |X>int requires clarification, the matter may be rel erred to the 
Postal Life Insurance Directorate, Chanakyapuri Post Office Complex, New Delhi-110021. 

16. Review of the Scheme.—The working of-tlie Scheme will be reviewed every tliree years to ensure that the 
Scheme remains self-financing and self-supporting.
